Present claims 1, 6, 8 and 10 relate to an extremely large number of 
possible compounds. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and 
disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, 
for only a very small proportion of the compounds claimed. In the 
present case, the claims so lack support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is impossible. Consequently, the search has been carried out for those 
parts of the claims which appear to be supported and disclosed, namely 
those parts relating to the compounds where L = CN, NC, NCO, NCS, 0-Z, 
with Z=C0R1 und Rl = Alkyl, Aryl , as shown in the examples and inclusive 
closely related groups like cycloalkyl, cycloalkene etc.
